PHILADELPHIA, May 10.—In the memory of 
every citizen of Philadelphia this day will re- 
main forever green, and also red, white and 
blue, for never has there been such a display of 
bunting along her streets as on this 10th of 
May. For miles and miles, from housetops, 
from windows, and in windows, from doorways 
and car roofs, and even from the heads of num- 
berless horses, our national standard has been 
displayed. It is safe to say that to-night every 
Philadelphian might sleep in a starry 
and stripy manner and have several 
thousands to spare. The supply of 
bunting has been exhausted, and, for a day or 
two, its space has been filled by sheeting and 
shirting goods. If the opening day had been 
postponed a week, we might have seen banners 
made of gunny-sacking and burlaps. To 
wumerate the houses that have been decorated 
to-day would be to write out the city directory, 


and so I forbear. 
MORNING 


dawned inauspiciously, as the rain was falling, 


and promised to do so continually. But, soon 
after 7 o'clock, the cleuds broke, and 
by 8 the sun was shining. Every 
possible horse and steam conveyance was in 
requisition. The street-cars were crowded like 
herring-boxes, and for hours they followed each 
other with great rapidity. Carriages, hacks, 
breaks, and wagonettes did a fine business. 
Butcher-arts, furniture-wagons, and baggage 
vans were fitted with temporary seats, and, in 
one instance, the owner of a setond-hand hearse 
turned it to profit by removing its top and in- 
serting seats for four persons. 

ATTEMPTS AT EXTORTION WERE LESS FREQUENT 
than was to be expected, and was mainly con- 
fined to drivers of the regular hacks. The 
movement of sight-seers began early 
and continued late, not only dy 
horse vehicles, but by railway. The Pennsylva- 
nia Railway deposited many thousands of peo- 
ple in its new station at the gate of the Centen- 
nial grounds, and it brought long trains of pas- 
sengers from New York and other places who 
came direct from their homes without seeing 
the Quaker City. 

Good judges have estimated that 

NEARLY 150,000 PEOPLE 

were in and around the Centennial grounds to- 
day. I have had much experience with crowds 
in various parts of the world, and am 
confident that there were not less 
than 90,000 persons within sight of 
the President when be read his 
manuscript speech. An evening paper puts the 
Centennial attendance to-day at 800, 000, but 
this estimate is altogether wild, and possibly 
whiskyfied. 

The rain left much mud on the new streets 
around the grounds, so that the soldiers and 
other pedestrians had a very hard time of it in 
the last part of their journey. 

AT THE GATES 
there was a wild confusion of vehicles, and ſt is 
surprising that nobody was killed. There was 
considerable confusion at the gates, as 
the tenders were new to their duties, 
and some of their orders were very confusing. 
Passes were not accepted after 9 o’clock, and at 
several gates there were crowds of belated un- 
fortunates who clamored vainly but persistently 
for admission. It required much elbowing to 
force through, and there were several rows of 
minor importance. But once inside, the invited 
guests and members of the press easily found 
their way to the front of Memorial Hall. 

THE JOURNALISTS AND REPORTERS 

were much crowded, as the police had allowed 
many unauthorized persons to enter the 
press A feeble effort was made 
to expel the interlopers, but to little purpose, so 
that the press-work was done at great incon- 
venience. 

Soon after 9 the invited guests began te ar- 
rive, and before 10 o’clock the platform was 
full.

There 
are in the United States 1,100 academies, in which 
have been invested 000,000, mostly as a 
benefaction to education, Above these are 800 
colleges and professional schools. Of these, 200 
failed to report their assets. Leaving out these 
and the fifty schools of science endowed by land- 
grants, the remaining 550 institutions reported 
50 ge and endowments amounting to $95, 000, - 
, chiefly benefactions to on, an aggre- 
gate of $123,000,000. To find how far this - 
nificent sum was given by the rich, Mr. Kedzie 
selected ten institutions, supposed to be a fair 
sample ef all, and by correspundence- learned the 
amount of the donations made and the size of each 
ft, with the Nn Total amount given, 
5,935,000, of which $4,558,000, Ww p-nce'f 
foar-fifths pee given in sums of $10, and over, 
and $1,377,000, proximately one-fifth, was given 
in sums ranging from $1 to $5,000. Mere is a dis- 
tinct and emphatic acknowledgment of the obliga- 
tion large wealth feels toward education. 

By this correspondence with colleges there was 
revealed the fact that the older institutions receive 
the greater portion of their aidin large sums. It 
takes age, approved worth, and established merit to 
arrest the attention and secure the confidence of 
men of wealth. The exception to this is when a 
man of wealth founds a and thereby shapes 
its character, as in Vassar College and Cornell Uni- 
versity: else coll like men, must bear their 
yoke in their youth. Take four of our youngest 
and most successful colleges in the West; only 
three- of their gifts have been in sums of 
$10, 000 and ever, and five-cighthe in less sums.

The Botanical Garden---The Late Col. Sam- 
uel 

The Academy of Sciences held their regular 
monthly meeting at their rooms Tuesday evening, 
the Vice-President, Prof. Babcock, in the chair. 

After the usual routine business, Prof. Edmund 
Andrews gave an interesting statement of a recent 
visit to the coal mines of Bracevilie, exhibiting 
specimens, etc. He also described a number of 
fossils from India, received from Prof. McChesney. 
They will make @ valuable addition to the collec- 
tions of the Academy.

CHICAGO BOTANICAL GARDEN.

PiThe Sc ponicary of waarting euch a garden had 
long been considered by the South Park Commis- 


sioners, and especially by the Chairman of the 
Horticultural Committee of the Board, and in — 
antumn of 1874 they decided to undertake the 
enterprise from the following considerations: The 
factof the increased attention given to botany, 
theoretically and — pS ciall in 
direction of horticulture and agriculture; thatthere 
is in the United States but one botanical garden 
worthy the appellation; that many valuable prante, 
natives of this country, have alre y beendestroye 
in their original location, and can now be obtained 
only from European gardens where they have long 
been cultivated and are highly prized; that sach 
a garden would be of great value to the people sci- 
entifically and aesthetically, a 1 ne and attract- 
tive feature of the parks, and an object of interest 
to visitors from all parts of the country; moreover, 
that it would furnish in time a great variety of ma- 
terial not attainable from ordinary sources, for me 
adornment of the parks themselves; that Chic 
from its central location and wide reputation ve) 
enterprise, wasa very suitable place for such a 
garden: and finally because the garden, as a feat- 
ure of the park system, could be established and 
maintained at a comparatively small expense, tak- 
ing in view its probable value to the park, the city, 
— people and region f which Chicago is the cen- 


"he December, 1874, the Commissioners requested 
five citizens of Chicago and Hyde Park—members 
of this Academy—to undertake the management 
and direction of the Garden, subject to the ap- 

roval of the Commission. The Committee imme- 
Biately organized, and in January, 1875, issued a 
circular to the principal —— of the world, 

iving an outline of the plan proposed, and solicit- 
ng contributions. Perhaps a brief allusion to 
other gardens may not be outof place. A list of 
the Botanical Gardens of the world published in 
Belgium in 1874 includes 136 in Bu 10 in 
Asia, 10 in Africa, 2 in North America, in South 
America, 3 tn the West Indies, and 5 in Australia. 
Immediately after our circular was issued, the Di- 
rector of the Cambridge Garden wrote: IL have 
felt too deeply the necessity of other botanical 
gardens in this country not to rejoice at the es- 
tablishment of one at Chicago, — to consider 
myself most fortunate if in an Ican be of 
service to you. Letters of sim Thee and full 
of encouragement were . —4 ‘tem England, 
France, Germany, Italy, Russia. South America, 
and Australia. Since t e 10th of April, 1875, there 
have been received 7,578 packets of seeds and 
eciee of living plants from Berlin, Leipsic, 
the idelberg, Erlangen, Wurzburg, Halle, Greifs- 
wald and Darmstadt, in Germany; Paris and Mont- 
llier, in France; Pisa and Palermo. 
n Italy; Vienna and Prague, in Austria; 
Kolozevar, ro gt Zurich, Switzerland; Am- 
sterdam, Holland; Kew, En ngland ; St. Petersburg, 
Russia; Calcutta, British India; Brutenzorg, Java; 
Santiago, Chili; Melbourne, Australia; Cambridge, 
Mass. and twenty-four individuals and institu- 
tions in North America, Asia, and Africa. 

Four propagating houses were erected last fall 
and have been complete)y fitted. There are 3,000 
species ready to place i the ground so soon as the 
weather will permit, and before the close of the 
season there will be growing in the ground and un- 
der glass over 5, 000 - and varieties. The in- 
terest manifested in the success of the Garden in 
all parte of the world greatly surpasses our expec- 
tation. It may be said that ‘the enterprise ie fairly 
inaugurated, and with a rospect of ultimate 
success, if only sufficient local interest is developed 
to warrant the Commissioners in its continuance.

THE MAYORALTY COMPLICATION. 

It is well that the facts leading up w the 
present conflict in the Mayor's office should 
not be confused, forgotten, or overlooked, as 
the history grows rapidly with the events of 
each day. Corvin was elected in November, 
1873, under the old charter, to serve two 
years, ending Dec. 1, 1875. In April, 1878, 
Corvis and his friends forced upon the city 
the new charter, which charter legislated all 
the then incumbents out of office, but au- 
thorized them to exercise the powers of such 
offices until the people should fill the offices 
by election. The Common Council might 
have called a special election to fill the va- 
cancies at any time after the charter was de- 
clared adopted, in May, 1875, but there was 
no popular demand therefor; the public, 
though disgusted with CoLvin, were content 
to let him serve out the two years for which 
he was elected. But the Common Council 
did not call a special election in No- 
vember last, thereby showing an in- 
tention of continuing Collum in office 
beyond the time for which he had been 
originally elected, against the peremptory 
prohibition of the Constitution on that point. 
The new charter provided that in April, 
1876, there should be ‘‘a general election for 
city officers,” and Coxvin’s usurpation was 
submitted to, under the expectation that the 
Council would call a special election for 
Mayor to take place at the same time. The 
Common Council, controlled by Cor vm, not 
only omitted to call such election, but re- 
fused to do so,—twice voting down such call 
by three or four majority. 

Such gross betrayal of public right evoked 
general indignation. The Republican City 
Convention, representing one-half the peo- 
ple, by an unanimous vote resolved that an 
election for Mayor should be held, and, 
to avoid any appearance of partyism (Col vr 
then professing to be a Democrat), a public 
meeting of all citizens was called, to be held 
in the Exposition Building, to nominate a 
candidate for Mayor. The Democratic Con- 
vention, representing the other half of the 
people, a few days later, after a long debate, 
by a nearly three-fourths vote, united in the 
call for the meeting at Exposition Hall, 
to nominate a candidate for Mayor. That 
was the main purpose of that meeting, at 
which over 40,000 voters attended, and 
which for numbers, and unanimity, and de- 
termination has never been equaled in this 
city or in the West. That meeting unani- 
mously declared that an election should be 


| held for Mayor, and that Mr. Hornz, as a 


non-partisan, should be voted for as the 
representative of the whole people. At the 
election Mr. Hor received an aggregate 
vote of 35,000, and would have received 
nearly all the other votes had there not 
been a doubt suggested that the vacancy in 
the office should be filled by the Common 
Council. But the people at the same time 
elected a Common Oouncil under the pledge 
and instruction that, in whatever manner the 
result could be best legally reached, a new 
Mayor was to be installed in place of Colvin. 
The new Council, thus charged with the grave 
responsibility of putting aside an usurpa- 
tion and of installing a new Mayor, sought 
and obtained the advice of legal gentle- 
‘men outside of the circle of lawyers who 
have been furnishing opinions to the city for 
CoL vm, and, governed by the advice of 
Messrs. Jzwrrr and Dent, have proceeded 
as the law directs in the organization of the 
City Government under the new charter. 

In the performance of their duties the 
Council have canvassed the vote for Mayor ; 
have declared Horne elected; have fixed the 
amount of his bond, and have approved that 
bond. He has taken the oath of office, and 
has entered upon the duties of the Mayor. 
The Council have further, under the author- 
ity placed in their hands, by solemn resolu- 
tion instructed the heads of all the depart- 
ments of the City Government that Mr. 
Tuomas Howe is the Mayor of Chicago, and 
is to be obeyed as such by all officers of the 


city. 

During the meetings of the Council while 
these proceedings were going on, Col vm was 
present as the presiding officer. The Com- 
mon Council is the Legislature of the city, 
and the Mayor is the presiding officer, But 
Mr. Cox. vin claimed to be something more. 
He presumed to dictate. He refused to put 
the question or motions made, and refused 
to allow an appeal from his own decision! 
He claimed to be absolute judge of the pro- 
priety and legality of all motions and 
proceedings, and would allow the Council 
no voice in the matter. In this last struggle 
Corvin has placed himself in contempt of the 
legislative body, and unnecessarily so. His 
legal rights would not have been waived or 


was an act eminently disgraceful. The 
Common Council when in session is absolute 
in the government of its own chamber. It is 
the sole judge of who shall be in the hall, 
and can exclude the ‘police and the mob, and 
all others except its own members and its 
own officers. It can punish any person, 
even its own members, for disorderly con- 
duct. it would be well for Mr. Cor vm to 
look at things as they are. He is no longer 
Mayor, and it is too late for him to threaten 
orcommand. He is no longer President of 
the Common Council, and may be excluded 
from the hall for disorderly conduct just as 


well as any other person acting in a disgrace- 


fal manner. He is no longer recognized as 
Mayor by the Common Council or the City 


Clerk; and the City Clerk now practically 
supersedes the office of Comptroller. He is 
no longer recognized by the Law Department 
of the city or the City Treasury; and, in 
fact, by no branch of the Government except 
his own appointees, many of whom depend 
upon his continuance in office for their pen- 
sions from the City Treasury. 


THE BRICKMAKERS’ STRIKE. 

The labor trou bles of this city are farther 
complicated by a general strike of the brick- 
makers. It was begun by a few who incited 
others to join them, and, when the strikers 
felt themselves strong enough, they under- 
took to drive off men who were willing to 
work at the best wages they could get. The 
difference between the employers and work- 
men is in regard to the price of labor. Last 
year the brickmakers were paid $3 a day 
and this year they are paid $2.50; it is said 
that the employers have also discussed a re- 
duction to $2 a day. The reason of the re- 
duction of wages in both the lumber-yards 
and brick-yards is apparent enough to ob- 
serving people. Brick is down as low as 
$6, and lumber is $7 or $8; neither the 
brick nor lumber men have made any money 
for two years, and many of them 
have lost heavily. The demand is smaller 
this year than last, and the prospect for those 
who have their money invested in the brick 
and lumber business is a decline in trade and 
loss of capital. They will naturally reduce 
expenses as much as they can so as to save 
themselves. On the other hand, they can- 
not reduce the price of labor below a figure 
which will command the amount and kind of 
labor they require. The fact is that there is 
an abundance of it offered at the prices 
which they propose to pay; but the strikers 
assume to prevent by force others from work- 
ing at the price which they themselves reject. 

All this is the result of a dense ignorance 
of the law of supply and demand, which is an 
inexorable law, and cannot be ignored,evaded, 
orsetaside. It betrays a certain class of 
laboring men not only into a violation of 
law and justice, but into theerror of refusing 
to accept employment from the only men who 
can give them employment at the only price 
the latter can afford to pay. These laborers 
are not fit, as a class, forany other kind of 
employment, and there is no other employ- 
ment forthem. They shut themselves out 
from earning a living by refusing to accept 
the only wages their employers can afford to 
pay them, and they then undertake to pro- 
hibit others from earning a living who desire 
to work at the wages offered. These people 
are not reasoning creatures, and it is idle to 
attempt to convince them ; but so far as they 
resort to violence to deprive other men of their 
right to labor, the strikers must be put down 
by the strong arm of the law. The brick- 
makers are a rough.set of men, and they 
live and work in a location near the lumber- 
shovers. A combination of the two, under 
the leadership ef bad men, might be a se- 
rious menace to life and property in this city, 
and safety can only be assured by promptl y 
suppressing every indication of violence, and 
punishing any violation of the peaceful right 
of mon to labor at any price they see fit to 
accept.

THE CENTENNIAL. 

The great Centennial Exposition, or Fair 
of the World, was inaugurated yesterday in 
Philadelphia with imposing ceremonies, 
which are described elsewhere. It repre- 
sents the active labor of five years, the re- 
sults of a century's progress in this country, 
and the current condition of the world in all 
its material industries and artistic growth. 
In the case of our own country there is an 
additional element of a patriotic character, 
from the fact that it is the centennial of 
American freedom. In the celebration of 
that Centennial there must of necessity be 
more or less boah and buncombe, for it is a 
national peculiarity of ours to slop over in 
all matters pertaining to the Star-Spangled 
Banner and the American Eagle. Making all 
allowances, however, for our national exu- 
berance, there is abundant reason for con- 
gratulation and rejoicing that the Republic 
has survived its first hundred years, and 
there is abundant reason to hope also, in the 
language of Wurrrrer, that the new cycle 
cast in some diviner mold will shame the 
old. 

A resume of the great work that has been 
accomplished in the past few years towards 
launching this vast enterprise will be of in- 
terest. The proposition was first intimated 
in à resolution passed by the Philadelphia 
City Council, Jan. 20, 1870. Subsequently 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania indorsed 
the proposition and presented a memorial to 
Congress asking the assistance of the Gener- 
al Government. On the 3d of March, 1871, 
an act was passed providing for the celebra- 
tion, for the appointment of a National Com- 
mission, and for the notification of other 
countries ; and this Commission met and or- 
ganized by the election of Gen. J. R. Haw- 
LEY, President. On the 18th of June, 1872, 
another act was passed creating the Centen- 
nial Board of Finance, to take charge of the 
financial affairs of the Exhibition, and, under 
its provisions, twenty-five Directors were 
chosen April 25, 1873. In June, 1874, 
Congress passed a third act author- 
izing the Mint to issue a set of me- 
morial medals. On the 5th of June, 1873, 
an act was passed requesting invitations to 
be issued to foreign nations, and on the 3d 
of the following July the President issued 
his proclamation commending the Exhibition 
to the world. By the act of June 18, 1874, 
articles for exhibition were admitted duty free, 
and on the 3d of October, 1874, the Secretary 
of the Treasury issued a circular setting 
forth the operations of, the act. In January, 
1874, an Executive Board was appointed for 
making a National Exhibition, and in Feb- 
ruary, 1873, one of the most important 


— Woman's National Centennial Organiza- 
tion, with Mrs. E. D. Grutespre at its head, 
which has accomplished u great work in the 
last three years. 

The above comprises the machinery which 
has produced the results described by the 
telegraph elsewhere. The cost has been 
considerable. The estimated cost ef the 
buildings and the expenses from first to last 
is $8,500,000, of which the State 
of Pennsylvania furnishes $1,000,000 ; Phila- 


delphia, $1,500,000; concessions, $500,000 
sabsoriptions, $2,600,000; and the appro. 
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priation by the General Government $1,590,- 
000. The balance of $1,500,000, it is ex- 
pected, will be provided for out of admission 
fees. The Treasurer's account, April 1, 1876, 
shows s total receipt of $5,108,063.25. On 
account of buildings and charges incident to 
and there have been paid 
out $4,178,101; paid by the the United 
States Commission, $246,229 ; by the Board 
of Finance, $196,596 ; for memorial medals, 
$22,898; on account of loans, $140,000 ; ad- 
vanced for printing and engraving, $24,800 ; 
and there was on hand, $294,737. 

Such are the details of our great show and 
of the celebration of our Centennial. Al- 
though the arrangements are as yet far from 
complete, there is every indication that the 
display will compare favorably with previous 
exhibitions at Vienna, London, and Paris, 
and good ground for hope that when 
its doors close it will be able to 
make a better financial exhibit than 
resulted in those cities. Now that the flurry 
of opening day is over, the solid work com- 
mences, and the success depends upon Phil- 
adelphia and the railroads. It is possible 
for them, by conforming to the wishes of 
the people and meeting them half way, to 
attract great crowds to the city and reap an 
abundant harvest of profit. It is equally 
possible for them, by greed and rapacity, to 
overreach themselves, and make the financial 
result as disastrous as that at Vienna. It is 
to be hoped that the managers and the peo- 
ple of Philadelphia will make the Exhibition 
available to the greatest number of people at 
the minimum of expense, for such an Exhibi- 
tion, from an educational point of view, 
cannot but be of the greatest practical bene- 
fit, and of special benefit to that vast class 
of people who cannot afford to travel. To 
shut out the people from this immense dis- 
play of the products of all nations in the 
various industries and in the realms of art 
would be little less than a public calamity, 
and one from which Philadelphia would not 
soon recover. 


Ex-Mayor Column has practically para- 
phrased the celebrated aphorism of Louis 
XIV. of France, and acts on the principle: 
La ville, c'est moi.” No better evidence 
of this need be cited than his attempt to in- 
timidate Ald. Atpricn, when the latter rose 
to put a motion of appeal which CoLvin, as 
presiding officer, had refused to recognize. 
He had summoned about 100 policemen at 
the City-Hall, in charge of Sergeants and 
Captains, and it was understood that the 
City Marshal was prepared to obey his or- 
ders. When, therefore, Colvm assumed to 
forbid Ald. Atpricn from putting the mo- 
tion, and peremptorily ordered him back to 
his seat, it was a threat. If not, was 
mere child’s play. But Corvm had evident- 
ly in his mind that he could compel the leg- 
islative body to obey his behests. He aspir- 
ed to play the role of a CroMWELL, only in 
the cause of usurpation and tyranny. He 
must have thought of having the police com- 
pel the more than two-thirds in the Council 
to obey his mandates, or he would not have 
summoned them. He had policemen enough 
on hand to have taken each of the twenty- 
five Aldermen by both legs and arms, 
with Sergeants to hold them by the 
throats and Captains to beat them 
over their heads. Was this his purpose? 
It looked very suspicious. If not, what 
could his intimation of coercion have meant? 
What else did he contemplate when he said : 
**T shall resent to the best of my ability, and 
I shall employ all the means I have at my 
hand to do so”? He acted as though he was 
King of the country instead of an ex-Mayor 
of a city, trying to hold his office beyond 
the term for which he had been elected, and 
in opposition to the expressed sentiment of 
the people. 

Mr. Cor vr dismounted from his high 
horse on Tuesday, and evidently concluded 
that he would not undertake the high-handed 
outrage of coercing into silence the legis- 
lators elected by the people, nor attempt to 
break up the City Legislature by the police 
because more than two-thirds proposed to 
govern it instead of permitting the presid- 
ing officer to run it. Before Marshal Goop- 
ELL, or Superintendent Hicxrr, or Deputy- 
Superintendent Drom, shall undertake 
to carry out the orders of a private 
citizen, (viz.: ex-Mayor Convm) against 
the Council, they will do well to ro- 
call the fact that the new charter ex- 
plicitly confers upon the Council full author- 
ity to abolish every one of their offices, and 
reduce them to the rank of private citizens 
without as much authority as one of their 
patrolmen. This is the course that will 
probably be pursued if they provoke it; for, 
having a majority of more than two-thirds, 
the Council can pass an ordinance abolishing 
these offices over any pretense at veto. They 
can also create a new office, to be known 
pethaps as Chief of Police, which will be 
filled by the appointment of Mayor Horxx, 
and such appointment confirmed by the 
Council. There will be no dispute as to 
authority in this case, as there might be if 
Mayor Horng merely removed Officers Goop- 
NI, Hickey, and Drxon, and appointed men 
to fill their places. The right of the Coun- 
cil to abolish the offices cannot be disputed. 
But in addition to this right, the charter 
makes the City Marshal and the police force 
directly subservient to the Council. The 
latter part of Sec. 73, Art. VI., reads as fol- 
lows: ‘*The Oity Marshal shall perform 
such duties as shall be prescribed by the City 
Council for the preservation of the public 
peace.” Again, among the special powers of 
the Council as enumerated in Art. V., are 
the following : 

Sizty-sizith—To regulate the police of the city or 
village, and pass and enforce all necessary police 
ordinances. 

Sizty-eighth—To prescribe the duties and powers 
of a Superintendent of Police, policemen, and 
watchmen. 

Seventy-first—To provide by ordinance in regard 
to the relation between all the officers and em- 


ployes of the corporation in respect to each other, 
the corporation, ind the people. 


All these sections, and particularly the 
last, make the City Marshal, the Superin- 
tendent of Police, and the policemen them- 
selves, direct ty answerable to the Council and 
subject to ita commands. We can scarcely 
think that the police officers will fly in the 
face of the law; but, if they do, it will be 
at the peril of punishment under the statute 
for violation: of official) duties so far as the 
higher offionrs are „ and at the risk 
of losing their p so far as the subordi- 
nates are concerned. The charter which 
Mr. Cor vm insisted upon having adopted 
makes the Council supreme and absolute as 
to the government of the city, and now he 
must abide by it.

PROPOSED FRENCH EXHIBITION. 

The fact seems to be generally ignored 
that a decree has been issued in France for a 
Grand Exposition in 1878 on a scale of great- 
er magnitude than that of 1867; and, in 
spite ot some strenuous opposition, there 
are indications that the scheme will be car- 
ried out. The feasibility of holding another 
great fair at that time has been variously 
discussed for two years or more, and one of 
the principal reasons cited in support of it is 
the influence it will probably exert in divert- 
ing the reactionary sentiment of France into 
a peaceful and conservative acquiescence in 
the common industrial and commercial move- 
ment for the benefit of the country. It will 
be a bold undertaking so soon after the 
Philadelphia Exposition, and it can scarcely 
be expected that the different nations of the 
world will put forth the same efforts as if 
there were a longer interval between the two. 
Nevertheless, the thriving industry and grow- 
ing prosperity of France, allied with the 
great attractions of Paris, will enable the 
French people to succeed where others 
might fail There are two projects for 
the necessary buildings. One proposes to 
use the Champs de Mars, where the build- 
ings of the Exhibition of 1867 were located, 
with the difference that the new building 
shall cover an area of about 1,500,000 feet, 
or some 300,000 feet more than that.of 1867. 
There is another project for covering the av- 
enue of the Champs Elysees, the Place de la 
Concorde, and the Tuileries Garden, which 
would certainly make the grandest inclosure 
of modern times; but the objection to this 
plan is that it would deprive the city of one 
of its main attractions,—the promenade, 
drive, pleasure grounds, and incomparable 
view that this succession of public places af- 
fords. It is likely that the former plan will 
be adopted if the scheme shall be carried 
out, and the cost of the building is estimat- 
ed at $6,000,000, a part of which is to be 
borne by the Government and the remainder 
by private financial arrangement. 

The Exposition itself, however, seems to 
be a mere incident of the general plan for 
quieting the French people, and particularly 
the Paris workingmen, and turning their 
thoughts in the direction of a peaceful sup- 
port of the Republic. A scheme of internal 
improvement is contemplated at an expendi- 
ture of $25,000,000, which is described as 
follows by a correspondent of the London 
Times 

The Bercy Entrepot, that great abreuvoir of the 
Capital, will be rebullt, the quays being raised so 
as to put an end to inundatlons, and an immense 
new bridge, to be named Tolbiac, being construct- 
ed. The Avenue of the Opera will be continued to 
the square of the Theatre Francais, thus placing 
the Opera and the boulevards in direct communica- 
tion with the Tuileries. The Boulevard St. Ger- 
main will be carried from the Pont de la Concorde 
to the Place de St. Germain des Pres, whence the 
future Boulevard Henry IV. will run to the Pont 
des Saints Peres. The entrance hall of the Palais 
de Justice, an immense work, will be completed; 
the Hotel de Ville will be rebuilt as far as the ex- 
terior goes; the Hotel Dieu, that famous hospital 
decreed at Vichy simultaneously with the Opera, 
that work of charity which was to be finished at the 
same time as the Temple of Pleaeure, will be com- 
pleted. The front of Notre Dame will be cleared 
from the surrounding buildings so as to make it 
visible from the bridges and quays, the Prefecture 
of Police will be finished, the surroundings of the 
Church of Notre Dame des Victoires will be cleared 
away, the approaches to the Palais Royal will be 
improved, squares and statues will be multiplied 
wherever practicable, a large equestrian statue be- 
ing erected at the bisection of the Haussmann and 
Messine Boulevards in front of the Parc Monceau 
Gate. Electric clocks will be placed in the streets 
in considerable numbers, and tramways and means 
of transportation will be increased. 

This is as grand a scheme as ever Baron 
Haussmann conceived, with the wealth and 
power of the Empire at his back. Its pur- 
pose is much the same now as was the 
purpose of similar schemes worked out by 
Narotron III. The entire city, and to some 
extent the entire State, will be set in mo- 
tion for the next two years, and will thus 
expend in honest work some of the surplus 
excitement natural to the French people, 
which, unexpended in this way, is a constant 
menace to its own Government or an invi- 
tation for a foreign war. Probably the 
French Government is the only one in the 
world that could enter upon a similar 
undertaking with any prospect of mak- 
ing it pay. But Paris is France un- 
der the Republic as well as the Em- 
pire. The money which France expends 
on the improvement and embellishment of 
that city, on a scale grand enough to arrest 
the attention of the outside world, will 
turn with interest in the increased camber 
visitors from all quarters of the globe, and 
the increased commerce of the Parisian 
shopkeepers and the French manufacturers 
and producers. The proposed improvements 
of the city will attract even more than the 
proposed exhibition; and, more than both 
these, will be the attraction of the circum- 
stance that everybody is going. The exhibition 
will be grand; Paris will be grander; but 
grandest of all will be the congress of all 
nations which Paris alone of all the cities 
in the world can convene.

It is thus seen that Beverrpez ran behind 
all the other State officers from 12,000 to 
15,000; and, if the election had been any 
way close, he would have been disastrously 
defeated, while they would have been 
elected. The reason of Ocizspy’s majority 
being less than that of others is, that his 
opponent was a very popular German Re- 
publican, the Hon. Gustavz Konnun, who 
carried a large German Republican vote, in 
St. Clair and adjoining counties, and also in 
Chicago. As the Joliet Republican observes— 

It is unfair, therefore, to compare BrveRriper’s 
vote with that of Octzspr; for no one will have 
the hardihood to deny that, if Oerzspy had for an 
opponent any other than a popular German Re- 
publican, he would have received as large a vote 
as any candidate on the ticket. But, as the 
opponent of Brvergipezs was an American 
Democrat (Gen. Back), his falling behind can- 
not be charged to the same cause as in the case of 
Octussy. It must be attributed, then, to some 
other reason than the nationality of his opponent. 
It was, as is well known, caused by his unpopular- 
ity with the Germans, and not on account of any 
popularity of his competitor with that nationality. 


Some of Bevenrpce’s blowers and strikers, 
holding office by his appointment, falsely 
assert that he has grown vastly in popular- 
ity with the Germans since 1872, and that 
he would now receive their hearty support! 
This is all bosh; they hold him in as great 
contempt now as they ever did, and proba- 
bly more ; and, if he is nominated, he will be 
cut to pieces. There is another formidable 
element who will quietly knife him if nomi- 
nated; we refer to the Board of Trade, 
which numbers not far short of 
2,000. With the great bulk of 
that body he has made himself exceedingly 
odious by his wretched, partisan appoint- 
ments of Grain Inspectors. They are better 
qualified as blowers for Bzvermpce than as 
proper Inspectors of Grain. If the Conven- 
tion should commit the blunder of nominat- 
ing this weak, unpopular man for Governor, 
they will endanger the Republican ticket in 
every close and doubtful county and district. 
His nomination may cost the Republicans 
several members of Congress, the control of 
the Legislature, and, with it, a United States 
Senator. This would be paying rather too 
dear for so poor a whistle. 


It would simplify matters considerably if 
those journals opposing Bristow could agree 
on their grounds of objection. The Detroit 
Post says Tus Tao injures Bristow by 
proving that he is a true and reliable Repub- 
lican. It says the course of Taz TAU “is 
the more extraordinary because there is no ap-

We have no doubt that Mr. Bristow could carry

We are in a quandary. The Dubuque paper 
expresses the opinion that the people of Iowa 
need more light to show that Bristow is “a re- 
liable Republican’; but the Detroit paper de- 
clares that it is calling his Republicanism in 
question to furnish the evidence; it says 
there is no cause or excuse for it.“ Yet both 
of those papers hesitate to come out for Bris-

Accord 
ing to the figures, no less than 6.83 percent 
of the total mortality for the last year was dus 
to accidents and casualties, which, if the figures 
be accurate, indicate an recklese- 
ness and cheap estimate of life,—for to that are 
accidents, so-called, chiefly attributable,—such 
as our English cousins charge us with; and, of 
the total deaths attributed to accidental causes, 
over one-fifth are reported as having occurred in 
the Far-Western States and Territories, and n 
the Pacific Coast. 


The report of the Massachusetts Bureau & 
Labor-Statistics, just published, for the year 
past, shows that 254,993 laborers in that State re- 
ceived for the twelve months an average wage 
of $413.37. The highest average yearly earnings 
for men were $576.19, in Suffolk County. The 
average wages for females were 82 cents per diem, 
and their hours of labor 10 49-100a day.

INDICTED FIRMS.

New Yor, May 10.—The Grand Jury, which, 
as telegraphed you some days since, has been 
hearing testimony tending to implicate New 
York liquor-dealers in frauds on the revenue, 
made its presentment to the Court to-day. The 
result is that the members of six leading whisky 
firms in the city have been arrested, and war- 
rants are issued for fifteen others. This move- 
ment on the part of the Government is the 
sequel to Assistant District Attorney Sherman’s 
investigations in the West and elsewhere, which 
have been in progress for more than a year past. 
Frauds on the revenue here have been carried 
on for three or four years, and have been well 
known tothe authorities in New York, but so 
strong was the ring in all its operations that all 
attempts to 
METE OUT JUSTICE TO THE GUILTY 
were abandoned. During this time it is esti- 
mated that from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 gallons of 
crooked whisky have been sold in this market. 
Since the breaking of the Western combination 
Mr. Sherman has been diligently prosecuting 
his search for proofs against New York firms 
with better success. Important witnesses were 
secured in Western distillers and dealers, and 
evidence of an overwhelming character has been 
adduced to show the guilty complicity of many 
New York houses with the rings in St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, and elsewhere. he six liquor- 
dealers who were arrested to-day were brought 
before Commissioner Shields, and admitted to 
in sums varying from $10, 000 to $20, 000.

YESTERDAY’S DOINGS.

The smallness of the inspection into store yester- 
day, as other days, is not altogether due to small 
dclivéries on the part of the farmers. It is a direct 
consequence of the fact that large quantities of 
grain are daily billed through Chicago and go 
around this city. A little while ago high rail-rates 
were adduced as a mode of discriminating against 
Chicago. ‘Now low rates are used fn the same way. 
In their anxiety to obtain business, the different 
railroad agents are reaching out to the country de- 
pots and the farm, and raking in the grain to swell 
the volame of the trafic over their respective 
roads. New York seems to be making a desperate 
effort in this direction, and it is whispered that 
some of her merchants are willing to contribute to 
the railroads a portion of the profits made on 
handling the grain. There fs perhaps no special 
objection to this, provided the matter be riot equal- 
ized in some other way, at the expense of the 
Western shipper. The communication which we 
publish below. points to some such compensatory 
arrangement as being more than pasible. 

A good desl bas been said recently about the 
value of the New York grain inspection. What 
appears to have been a fair test was made recently, 
but the result was far from satisfactory.
